This
region enjoys a climate more uniform
and botter than any other part of the
globe, and all Kinds of tropical froits and
flowers are found in it. 1t also teems
with aniwal life, including the man.eat.
ing tiger, elophant, onmng-outang, ete.
It is inhabited by nn interesting ce of
mankind, the Malay. This peeuliar and
nt one time warliki ries is found nowhere
elee exoopt in these reglons,  Honee the
vame Malay Archipolago.

Few places are of greater interest
to the traveler than Singapore, the eapi-
tal of the Steaits Settlements anid the chiel
port of disembarkation lor all ports of the
Malay peninsnln and islands of the Archi.
pelago.  Iere i found a variety of
Eastern raees and a8 many diflorent
modes of life as in any town of its sizo
in the world, Malays, Javanese, Tamils

Tn the lnterior of the peninsulan wild
and sivage raos of people called the
Sakis are founcl,  They are belioved tn
have been the original cong nerors of the
country, and between them and the Me-
laya adeadly rivalry exists,  They live
entirely by themsalves in a nomadio
state. They are ocossionally mot with in
some parts of tho interior, but it is the
wivest plan not to speak to them, as they
are very distrustlul of steangers,  Their
favorite weapon is the *‘blowplpe,” a
gmall Instrument throogh  which they
blow a polsoned arrow with dead!ly pre.

erally atarve tho tiger for two or three
daya before commencing operations,thus
reducing his strength.
